AN ACT Relating to assisting small conmmunities in planning for new
growt h and devel opnent; addi ng new sections to chapter 35.21 RCW and
creating a new section.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. Many cities and towns located in the nore
rural areas of the state are beginning to experience the opportunities
and chal | enges associated with unprecedented |evels of growth and new
devel opnent. These communities typically |lack the resources necessary
to adequately plan and prepare for essential infrastructure needed to
accomodate this new grow h. Ef fective planning at the local |eve
pronotes economc well-being and quality of life in all communities.
It is the intent of the legislature to assist eligible small towns and
cities in planning for the infrastructure necessary to support new
growt h and devel opnent.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 35.21 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) The departnent of community, trade, and econom c devel opnent
shall create and nonitor a small comunities infrastructure planning
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grant program in which the departnment shall select grant recipients
and make grant awards based on the eligibility criteria set forth in
subsection (2) of this section. The departnment shall use existing
staff and resources to adm nister this program

(2)(a) Only those cities and towns having a popul ation of |ess than
seven thousand five hundred and counties having a popul ation of fifteen
t housand or |l ess, as determ ned by the office of financial managenent,
and located in rural areas of the state are eligible to receive grant
awar ds under this program

(b) Eligible activities for cities and towns to receive grant
awar ds i ncl ude:

(1) Transportation, utility, and capital facilities planning;

(ti) Miultijurisdictional infrastructure planning, including joint
pl anni ng between | ocal jurisdictions and the private sector;

(ti1) Updating conprehensive plans and devel opnent regul ations
consistent wwth this grant program and

(1v) O her planning and technical assistance activities consistent
wi th the purposes of this grant program

(c) Priority nust be given to those applicants seeking grant awards
to support activities neeting the criteria listed in (b)(i) or (ii) of
this subsection

(3) Agrant award under this program does not affect an applicant's
eligibility to access other state or federal financial or technica
assi stance prograns.

(4) Beginning in Decenber 2009, the departnent shall submt an
annual report to the transportation and | ocal governnent commttees of
the legislature that identifies the nunber of applications received,
the comunities selected to receive a grant award, the activity or
activities for which each grant award was made, and the anount of each
grant award. |If practicable, the report should al so include a status
update of progress nmade toward achieving the purposes of the grant
awar d.

(5) This section does not create an entitlenent for a grant award.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. A new section is added to chapter 35.21 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) The small communities infrastructure planning account is
created in the state treasury. For purposes relating to this act,
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receipts from the proceeds of bond sales, tax revenues, budget
transfers, federal appropriations, gifts, or any other |[awful source
nmust be deposited in the account. Mneys in the account may be spent
only after appropriation. Expendi tures fromthe account may be used
only to award grants to eligible cities and towns under the small
communities infrastructure planning grant programcreated in section 2
of this act.

(2) The departnent of community, trade, and econom c devel opnent
shall provide managenent services for the account and establish
procedures for account managenent.
